dede, oz acte, ſhall rapſe,o2 cauſe to be rayſed,oz aſſembled any perſons, to the number of twelue, 
oz aboue to thintent that the ſame perſons, ſhould do, commit, 02 put in vꝛe, anye of the actes, oz 
thinges aboue mentioned and that the perſons to the number of, xit, 02 aboue, ſo rayled and al⸗ 
ſembled after requeſt oz tommaundement had oz geuen in fourme afozeſapd, (all make theyz as

maieſties ſubiectes, oʒ to ouerthʒowe, cut, bꝛeake oz caſt downe, oz digge vp the pales, hedges, 
dyches,walle,o2 other cloſure ofany parkes,parke,oz other grounde encloſed , 02 the bancke of 
any fyſbe ponde oz poole, to thintent that the lame, oz any ol them from thenſfozth ſhuld remain 
open. not encloſed oz voyde, oz to haue common oz wape in the lame parkeg, oz parke, oz other 
groundes 02 grounde tncloſed,oz in any ol them. oz to deſtroye any manner ok parkes, o parke; 
oz tyſhponde,oz pole. o any warrens, oz warren ol eonnies oz any douehoules. oz to pull oz cut 


downe anye houle, barne, myll, oz to burne any ſtackes of coꝛne oꝛ grayne, oꝛ alter, dekalke, o2 &- 
vate the rentes oꝛ yearely valewe of any manours, landes, oz tenementes ofanye the Quenes 
lub iecteg, oꝛ the pꝛyce of any bictuall,cozne oꝛ grayne, oꝛ any other thynge, vſuaill foz the (uſte- 
naunce oꝛ apparell of men, ard beyng required oz commaunded by anye Juſtice of the peace, oz

And alſo that if any perſonne oz perſonnes at any tyme after the ſapde. xx · daye ol December 
hall be dampnifted oz hurted by the doinge, committing, oz putting in vze ol any vnlabfull act, 
oz thynge aboue mentioned that then all and ſinguler perſons lo dampnilied and hurt, ſhall re- 
couer and haue domages with the coſtes okthe yz ſute ſuſteyned in that behalfe, trebled agaynſt 
the offendours therin. 

And fozaſmuche as luche euill diſpoled perſons, whiche ol late tyme made commotions and 
rebellion in certayne places within this realme, beyng but kewe in number, at luchtyme as they 
dyd begynne the lame commotion, were not in ſhozte tyme after the beginning therof luppꝛel⸗ 
ſed by ſtrengthe, foz that the louinge ſubiectes at that tyme, foz feare to incurre in daunger of 
the lawes of this realme,durſt not take vpon them lo to do a great number of euyl diſpoſed per⸗ 
long, did come and ioyne them ſelues to the ſayd (mall number, wherby the lame euyll diſpoſed 
perſons toke bpon them luche boldenes, that they woulde not be reduced to obedience without 
muche bloudſheddy ng, to the great daunger ofthe perſon of the pzynce, where ik the ſayde ſub⸗ 
iectes durſt haue taken vpon them to haue ſuppzeſſed them at the beginninge, luche inconueni⸗ 
ence and bloudlhedde ſhoulde not haue kolowed. Therkoꝛe it is allo oꝛdeyned and enacted by the 
auctoutie aloʒe lapd, that it any perſons aboue the numbze ok two, that at any tyme after the ſaid 
xx. daye of December. halbe vnlaw fully, and of theyꝛ owne aucthozitie, aſſembled together, to 
thintent with koꝛce, and armes to do, pꝛactile, o put in bꝛe, any of the thinges aboue mentioned, 
that then it halbe law kull to euer Juſtice ot peace, and to euer p Shirifin any countpe, beynge 
within the Quenes dominions,and to euery Mayer, Baylif, and other head officer of any citie 
o2 tovwne cozpozate,foz the tyme he ſhalbe in office, oꝛ any other perſon oz perſons, hauynge the 
Muenes commiſſion, oz letters krom her hyghnes, aſwell to rayſe and aſſemble the Muenes lo⸗ 
uynge lubiectes in maner of warre,to be arrayed in ſuche great numbze, as he oz they then (hall 
thinke mete oz hable, to thintent by violence and ſtrength to luppꝛeſſe, appzehend,and take the 
ſayde perſons that ſo (halve vniavfully aſſembled, and that yt the ſayd perſons ſo vnlawfully al⸗

And further moꝛe be it enacted by thauctozitie afozeſayde,that all and euery copy holder, oz 
cuſtomary holder, beyng voman artikicer, hulbandman, oz labourer,and beyng ofthage of. xvii 
peares 02 mo2e,and vnder the age of, lx, yeares,not ſycke, impotent, lame, maymed, ne haupnge 
any other iuſt oz reaſonable excuſe oz cauſe to the contrary,and beynge requyzed by the Shirik, 
Juſtice, oꝛ Juſtices of peace, oꝛ other hauyng aucthozitte by this act,oz by commiſſion oz letters 
as is aboueſayd in that behalf, they declarynge they2 ſayd aucth ozitie, oꝛ bepnge requir ed by the 
immediat Lozd, oꝛ Loꝛdeg, ot whom luch coppy holdes, oz cultomary holdes then ſhalbe holden,

red by the Shirif, Juſttce,oz2 Juſtices of the peace,oz other, hauing aucthozitie by this Act, oz by 
commiſſion, oz letters, as is afozeſayde in this behalfe,they declarynge thepz ſayde aticthozitie, 
oz beynge required by theyz Landelozde,oz Landelozdes fox the tyme beynge, to whome the 
rentes ot ſuche fermes chalbe then ry:;yng,comming,o?2growpng, to ſerue the quenes maieſtie 
fo any the cauſes aboue reherſed, and refuſe ſo to do, ſhall duryng only the lyfe ofſuche fermoue

Pꝛouided alwayes, and be it enacted by thauctozitie akoꝛelapde, that after the death, expira⸗ 
tion, oꝛ determinationoftheintereſt,oz tearme of peares ot euer ſuche coppy holder, cuſtoma⸗ 
ry holder, oꝛ fermour as ſo ſhall offende, and fozfapt any of the ſayde coppp holdes, cuſtomarpe 
holdes, oz fermes as is afozeſayde, that then all and euery luche perſon, and perſons, as ſhoulde 
02 ought to haue had the ſayde coppy holdes,cuſtomary holdes,o2 fermes, after, oꝛ by the death,

And it is ozdeyned and enacted by thauctozitie abouefapde, that if any perſon oz perſong,bes 
pnge aboue the age of, rviii. yeares,and vnder the age ol. lx. yeares,beingable to ſerue,andnot 
lycke, lame, oz impotent, ſhalbe requyzed by any Juſtice ofÞ peace,oz any Shirit of any countye, 
where any ſuche aſſemble (albe,oz by any Mayer, Baplit, oꝛ other head officer of any citie, Bos 
rough, oꝛ towne toꝛpoꝛate, oʒ by any other, by the tommaundement of any ſuche iuſtice ofpeace, 
Shiri, aper, Baylif, oꝛ other head olklcer, to go with him oz them, to ſuppꝛelle the perſonnes 
vbulavfully alſembled in maner and kourme afo2eſayde,that then euery perſon, whiche ſo beyng 
hable, and requyzed, doth wyllingly, and obſtinately refuſe to do, ſhal ſuffer empzyſonment ok hig 
bod ye koꝛ one peare, without bayle oꝛ mapnpzice. 

Pꝛouided alwayes,and be it enacted by thauctozitie abouefayd,that ifthe Quenes highneg 
ſhall by her letters patentes make any lieuetenaunte in anp tountie oz counties ok this realme, 
fo2 the ſuppꝛeſlinge ofany commotion, rebellion, oꝛ vnlawfull allemble, that then atwel all Juſti⸗ 
tes of peace, ot euery ſuche countpe, and the Shiri and Shirilfes of the (ame, ag all Mapers, 
Bapliſkes, and other head officers, and all inhabitauntes, and lubiectes of any coluntie,citle, Bo⸗ 
rough,oz towne coxpotate,within euerp ſuche countpe, ſhal vpon the declaration ofthe ſayd lets 
ters patentes, and requeſt made, be bounde to geue attendaunce vpon the tame lieuetenaunte, 
to ſuppꝛeſſe any commotion, rebellion, oꝛ vnlawſull aſſemble, onles he oz they beyng ſo required, 
haue anpe reaſonable excuſe fozhis not attendaunte, vppon payne ofimpzyſonmente to2 one 
hole peare.

in ſuch daunger, #ſuffre ſuch payne, oꝛ paynes a fozfaitures as the;perſons aſſembled, to whom 
the pzoclamation ſhoulde haue ben made, ſhould by this Acte incurre, foz not obepinge the pꝛo⸗ 
tlamation, ił it had ben made, oz foz doyng alter the pꝛoclamation of anpe the thinges befoze in 
this Acte expꝛeſſed.

daunger, and ſuffer lyke payne oꝛ paynes and fozfaytures afozeſapde, in euery their degrees ag 
though the pzoclamatton had ben made. Any clauſe, article, oz Sentence, heretofoze in this Act 
included, made to the contrary, notwithſtandinge. 

And be it enacted by the aucthozitie afozeſayde,that this Acte, oz the effecte therof, ſhalbe o⸗ 
penly redde,publiſhed, oz declared at euery quarter leſſions, and at euery leete and lawe daye, 
Pꝛouided alwapes, and be it enacted by thauctozitie afozeſayd, that all and euerye the heyꝛe 
and heyꝛes of all and euery thoffendour oz offendours,tn any the caſes afozeſayd, and all and e⸗ 
uery perſon and perſons bodies politike and cozpozate,theyz heyꝛes, ſucceſſours, æ executours. 
and euery of them other then luche perſon and perſons onely as ſhalbe attaynted, conuicted oz 
outlawed of any the fozelayde offences of felonye, ſhall haue, holde, and entoye all ſuche ryghte 
tytle,entre,intereſt, Leaſes, poſſeſſion, rentes, conditions, pꝛofittes, commoditieg, and aduaun⸗ 
tages, as they oz any ot them haue, oz hereafter ſhal haue, oꝛ of ryght ought to haue, in oz to any 
honnours, taſtels, manours, Landes, Tenementes, woodes, rentes, reuertiong ſeruites, oz he⸗ 
reditamentes, whatſoeuer in, oꝛ to any part oz percell therof, in as large and ample maner and 


kourme, to all intentes, conſtructions, and purpoles, as yfſuche attayndoure had neuer ben had 


ne made, any thinge in this acte to the contrary, in any wyſe notwithſtandynge. 


Sauinge to all and euery perſon and perſons bodyes politique and cozpozate, and theyz ſuc⸗ 
ceſſours, theyʒ liberties and fraunchiſes, in ſuche maner and fourme, as yl this acte hadde neuer 
benhad,ne made, 

And be it further enacted by thauctozitie afozefayd,that if any perſon o2 perſons,after $ laid 
xx. day of December. do moue,ſty2re,o2 pꝛocure any perſon oz perſons, to commit, oz do anyof 
the offences in this pzeſent Acte ſpecified, that then euery luche perſon, whiche ſhall ſo pꝛocure, 
ſtyꝛre, oꝛ moue any perſon oz perſons, ſo to offend, ſal ſuffer ſuch payne & puniſhment by impzi⸗ 
ſonment, without bayle oꝛ maynp2yſe,as is befoze expzeſſed in this preſent Act, againſt counlel⸗ 
lers ofluch offences. And that il any perſons,to the number of, xl.oꝛ moe, after the ſayd, xx.day 
of December, ſhal aſſemble together,infozceable maner,vnlawfully,# of thepz owne aucthozitte, 
to thintent to do, exercile, oz put in vze any of the thinges aboue ſpecified, oꝛ to do anpe other fe? 
lonoug oꝛ rebellious acte oʒ actes, and ſo ſhal continue together, by the ſpace ofthze houres after

And be it further enacted by the layde aucthozitte, that no lieuetenaunte oz lienetenauntes 
that ſhalbe appoynted oz made by aucthozitie oz colour of this acte, ozfoz to execute this Acte, 
ſhall in any wyle make, putte, oz conſtitute vnder hym oz them oz in his oz they2 place, any depu⸗ 
tye 02 deputies,no2 ſhall call, conuent, oꝛ apoynt to appeare befoze hymoz them, by thonely auc⸗ 
thozitie of lieuetenauncp, oꝛ ofcommiſſion of lieuetenauncy, any perſon oz perſons, fox any cauſe 
oz matter,whatſoener,ſaue onelp foz the cauſes and matters expꝛeſſed in this pꝛelent Acte,and 
foz none other, Ind that no perſon oz perſons ſhalbe put to anyloſle, foxfayture,payne,oz punt- 
kment of lyfe.lande,o2 goodes,as acceſſary to any perſon oz perſones that (hall commit anye of 
thokfences conteyned in this pzeſent Icte,foz receaupng,comfoztyng,o2 ayding ol any luche of- 
fendour after luche acte committed oꝛ done. And that no attaynder oz conuiction of any perſon; 
oz perſons, foz any offence oz offences herein contapned ſhalbe any maner of cozruption of bloud 
betwene the offender, and any of his aunceſters oz ſuch perſon and perſons as ſhould haue bene 
hep2e to ſuche offender, yl no ſuche attaynder 02 conuiction had ben had, ſauynge to all and eue⸗ 
rye perlon and perlong, body and bodies politique, and encoꝛpozate, and their ſucceſſours, their 
lyberttes and fraunchiſes, in ſuche maner and kourme as ik this acte had neuer ben had ne made. 


And be it further enacted by the layd aucthoꝛitie, that one acte of parliament made in the Sel⸗ 
ſion ofthe parliament,holden vpon pꝛoꝛogation at eſtminſter, in the. illi, day of Nouember, in 
the thyꝛde yeare of the repgne ol kynge Edward the Syxt,and there continncd and kept to the 
fy; day of Febzuary,in the fourth pere ofthe reygne ofthe layd kynge, intituled by the name of 
an acte foʒ the punpſhment of vnlawfull aſſemblies,and ryſyng ofthekinges ſubiectes,and al and 
etery bzaunche,clauſe,ſentence,and article therin contepned halbe from the, xx. day of Decem- 
ber next comming, vtterly voyde,and ofno fozce,to all intentes,conſtructions,and purpoſes,and 
this acte onely to be put inexecution,foz,andconcernynge thoffences mencioued in the layd foz- 
mer Acte. This acte to continue vnto the ende ofthe next parliament.
